Was there any 
otlier like power in the world? 


The Western Union Company and the 


Associated Press mude a close corporation. 
He did not mean to say there was any fault 
to be found In the present management. 
Some time ago two papers in San Francisco 
discussed the postal telegraph. The rates to 
these papers were increased. One paper died 
in consequence, und the other censed to dis- 
cuss tlie matter. A paper which once criti- 
cised ()i ton's course found its rates doubled 
next day. 
This was the power this cor|x>- 


ratiou held. Dr. Green had said the West- 
ern Union would be glad to come iu and bid 
for service, lie (llubbard) would favor the 
introduction of a provision to permit this. 


IIANKIXU AND CUKIIENCY. 


Western and Southern men are urging 


the Committee on Banking and Currency to 
recommend that the National Bonking law 
be amended so »s to permit banks to lend 
money on bonds and mortgages, and the 
committee has the subject under con 
siileratioit It is proposed that the privilege 
.shall extend to banks in towns and cities 
having u population of twenty thousand 
and upward, and that they be perm it ted to 
lend an amount equal to one-halt of their 
capital and surplus. 


The committee has authorized a favora- 


ble report on a bill providing for the ex- 
change of standard dollars for trade dol- 
lars, and the tre.xtatent of the redeemed dol 
lars as bullion.

For many years 
there have been vigorous efforts put 
forth to create u medical aristocracy 
in this free country by introducing a 
restricting "Doctors' Law," i a order 
to put down everything relating to 
the care of dJH.ea.->e that does not sail 
under the flag of authority of medical 
irthodpxy. 


Some ot your readers, at first 


glance, may f^ivo these these dignita- 
ries great c rod it for thus seeking to 
protect poor stiff-ring humanity, but 
on second t.h>;i;jh', by the fruit we, 
are to judge of ih* tree. I opine that 
their sympathy Utjoneraliy augment- 
ed by tho ricij fee- that so often fall 
into their clutching tists. 


Moreover, it is true that millions of 


people are thin di'.y Buffering (many 
of them the tortures of the damned) 
from mineral poisons aod drugs ad- 
ministered by these orthodox M. D.'s, 
and followers of the notorious Parcel- 
sus, the truly great humbug, who 
burned the works of good old Galen, 
and established a school of medicine 
introducing calomel and other forms 
of mercury RS a universal panacea. 


Millions, with aching bones, spongy 


gums, toothless, lame, deaf and blind, 
and millions on millions of slaughter 
ed ones, testify of this most foul 
wrong which is hourly being perpe- 
trated by these regularly schooled 
doctors, who ever "wrap nonsense 
round with pomp and darkness," un 
til it seems profound, using hiero- 
glyphics — Latin and Greek — for no 
other reason when writing prescrip- 
tions, than to keep mankind in igno 
ranco. 


Dr. Jamieson, of Edinbnrg, affirms 


that "the present practice of modi- 
cine is is reproach to the name of sci- 
ence, while its professors give evi- 
dence of an almost total want of true 
knowledge of the nature or proper 
tr,eatrueut of disease. Nine times 
out of ten, our miscalled remedies, 
are absolutely injurious to our pa- 
tient.", suffering under diseases, of 
whose real character aud cuus-? we 
are culpably ignorant. 


Dr Ramnge, a Fellow of the Royal 


College of Physicians of London, the 
highest authority known to the Brit 
ish schools, says: "It cannot be de- 
nied that the present system of medi- 
icine, is a burning reproach to its 
professors , How rarely do our med- 
icines do good! How often do they 
make oar patients really worse 
fearlessly assert that in most cases 
the sufferer would be safer without 
physician than with one. I have seen 
enough of the malpractice of our pro 
fessional brethren, to warrant the 
strong language I employ." 


Professor Gregory said: "Gentle 


men, ninety-nine out of every bund 
red medical facts are medical lies 


I and medical doctrines are, for the 
i most part staring nonsense." I could 


fill every colnmu of the REVIEW with 
like testimony, but space will not per- 
mit, 
And these aro the men who 


.vould save the people from iguor 
anca aud qnackory! Who would tell 
the poor people that they have abont 
all the medical knowledge necessary 
to cure most any disease ! 


If medicine was an absolute science 


— if there was no difference of opin- 
ion by the best physicians of the 
world in regard to the treatment of 
the most 
common disease — there 


would bo some excuse. But there ia 
no one system of medical pratice 
which is not 
emphatically 
con- 


demned, as resting upon a false basis 
and injurious to health by other 
schools of practice, consequently 
there is no one or more woll-ktiown 
system or basis of practice which can 
be legislated in favor of without do- 
ing violence to the snored rights of 
private opinions, and the conscien- 
tious scruples of a large class of cit 
izans. 


Experience has demonstrated that 


all the systems or schools of medi- 
cine which are now legislated in fa- 
vor of, were at some former period, 
held as wanting in all the essentials 
necessary for recognition as correct 
medical practice. 
What spirit has 


the old school ever manifested toward 
the founders of any new principle? 
Do the old school examine the new 
systems, and render to the public any 
impartial verdict? No; th« bitterest 
denunciation, and the most partial 
criticisms, constantly emanate from 
various 
distinguished 
professors. 


Thus was Harvey honored for his dis 
covery of the circulation of the blood. 
Thus was treated Dr. Jenner for in 
trodncing the system of vaccination 
for small-pox. Thus was Habneman 
anathematized for leaving the old 
paths to explore and reveal the beau 
ties and mysteries of Homcepatby. 


Jesus, the Nazorene, was accused 


and crucified because, among other 
things, he healed the sick contrary 
to the practices of the regular schools 
sad the laws of the Hebrews, nnd 
without asking a diploma from the 
Scribes and Pharisees. Almost nine 
teen 'hundred years have elapsed, 
and, it is uow proposed by the same 
class — the "doctors"'— who were BO 
anxious in those days "to protect the 
people from empiricism and imposi- 
tion," to do 'the' same thing for the 
people by the milder means of im- 
prisonment and fine, and inability io 
collect pay for service! 


This is a block on the wheels of 


progression;. . Why fine and imprison 
the farrseeing men who are now lay- 
ing the foundation for improvements 
in the healing art? Why not allow
